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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
GERMANY 199 63 179.4 with a filing date 12/27/1999. 

2. Amendment of claims 147 and 190, and cancellation of claims 1-146, 158, 206, 
226-227, and 264-267 in the amendment file on November 07, 2006, is acknowledged. 
Claims 147-157, 159-205, 207-225, 228-263 and 268-273 are pending in the 
application. 

Responses to Amendment 

3. The objection of claims 147-157, 159-190, 201-205, 207, 221-225 and 228-245 
has been overcome in the amendment filed on November 07, 2006. Since claims 158, 
206 and 226-227 have been cancelled, the objection of claims 158, 206 and 226-227 
has been obviated. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Reasons for allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 147-157, 159-190, 201-205, 207, 221-225, 228-245 are allowable. Claims 
191-200, 208-220 and 246-263 are previously withdrawn from consideration as a result 
of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to 
the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(a), the restriction requirement among 
inventions groups, as set forth in the Office action mailed on November 23, 2005, 
is hereby withdrawn and claims 191-200, 208-220 and 246-263 are hereby rejoined 
and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. In view of the withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a 
continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a 
claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to 
provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of 
the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 
35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 
USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Claims 147-157, 159-205, 207-225 and 228-263 are neither anticipated nor 
rendered obvious over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. This invention 
relates to substituted 1 and 2-naphthol mannich bases. The closest prior art is Katritzky 
et al. publication, Journal of Organic Chemistry, 1999, 64:16, page 6071-6075, 
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discloses "Amino(hetero)arylmethylation of phenols with N-[.alpha. -amino(hetero) 
arylmethyljbenzotriazoles". The difference between the reference and instant claims is 
that instant claimed compounds have not been found. A suggestion for modification of 
above reference to obtain the instant processes and methods of use has not been 
found. Claims 147-157, 159-205, 207-225 and 228-263 are allowed.
